that they ſhould bind them for a Signet vpon their . 
that they ſhould be Frontlets in their foreheads, and that 
they ſhould write them vpon the pofles of their houſes,and 
pon their gates. 

Hereby it is euident, that no Common-wealth 
can be without good Lawes, and prouident Magi- 
ſtrates (in due time and vpon iuſt occaſion) to put 
the ſame in execution; neither can that people that 

are to be gouerned, conform themſelues to obediẽce a 
without the knowledge of thoſe laws, which ſhould 
be their guide and direction in the framing of their 
outward actions : by the knowledge whereof, the 
badde will be daunted, and diſanimated from their 
. outrages,and on the contrarie part, the good will bo 
animated & conforted. Doubtleſſe the conſideration 
of theſe things hath ſtirred vp the Kings of England 
in all ages, ſithence the Norman conqueſt, to bee 
carefull fathers, that the people committed to their 
charge ſhould know the E and Statutes of the 
land, as may appeare by diuers Preſidents to be col- 
lected out of the verie Statutes themſelues: for there 
be divers Statute-lawes that by the verie expreſſe 
prouiſion thereof are to bee read publiquely in the 
quarter Seſsions foure times in the yere; ſome to be 
read at the Sheriffes Turnes and Court Leetes, o- 
thers to be proclaymed in Market townes,and ſome 
© to be read in Cathedral Churches twiſe euery yere.

All this was ordayned to the end that the people 
ſhould not be ignorant of thoſe lawes, wherby they 
were gouerned : and beſides theſe , the verie or- 
der and forme of the diſtribution of iuſtice preſcri- 
bed by the auncient common law of the land, doth 
plainly proue the ſame ; for all perſons of the age of 
xij. yeares &c. by the auncient common law, are 
bound to appeare at Court Leet, whoſe apparances 
are onely for two reſpects,the one to take their oaths 
of Allegeance to the King, the other, that from their 
childhood they ſhould be trayned vp in the know- 
ledge of the Lawes and Statutes of the Kingdome, 
which there ſhould be read and taught vnto them, 
And now, right Honourable, conſidering that many 
good Statute-lawes, of force in this kingdome, were 
neuer hitherto imprinted, and ( vpon ſearch) finding 
that, for want of imprinting, many others are periſh- 
ed and loſt, in thoſe troubleſom and miſerable times 
of rebellion, which haue beene in · chis Kingdome: 
& finding alſo by experience that the printed books 
of thoſe Statutes which were formerly printed, are ſo 
few, that there bee not ſufficient to furniſh only the 
practiſers and Iudges okthe Law, ſo as both the cõ- 
mon 2 and ſome of the 2 of the Law., 
yea the Iudges themſelues, did want the ordinarie 
meanes to attaine to the knowledge of the Statute- 
lawes, and were conſtrained verie oſten, to haue re- 
courſe to the Parliament Rolls. And finding alſo 
by daily experiences, that Iuſtices of Peace, Sheriffs, 
Conſtables, and other officers fall ſhort in the exe- 
cution of their offices, to the great detriment of the 


common 
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comon-wealth : which defects ſuppoſe to be chief- 
ly occaſioned by want of knowledge of the Statutes, 
which are the guides that ſhould direct them in the 
exerciſe of their places; and withal, conſidering that 
it were better to haue no lawes at all, but to be leſt to 
the law of nature, then to haue penall lawes, to the 
knowledge whereof the common people cannot at- 
taine, and yet are ſubiect to fall into the daunger 
thereof euerie houre; J reſolued with my ſelſe (for 
the generall good of this kingdome) to peruſe all the 
Parliament Rolls which are extant, and to extract 
out of them all ſuch ſtatute- laws as were generall, or 
concerned the general good of the common-wealth, 
which I did accordingly : and, after your Lordſhips 
peruſall of them, the ſame were (by your Lordſhips 
direction) againe peruſed by the chicfe Iudges and 
Maſter of the Rolls, & by them allowed & Co ught 
fit to be imprinted, together with ſo many of the ſta- 
tutes formerly printed, as were not by expreſs words 
repealed in the laſt Parliamẽt. Howbeit 3 few of 
thoſe Statutes, which were formerly printed, are by 
the alteration of times growen out of vſe; and al- 
though the ſame be not in expreſſe wordes repealed 
by any later Act, yet (in mind one opimion)many 
ofthoſe Stat. & eſpecially thoſe concerning Marchi- 
ors, and all Statutes that make markes of differences 
between the Engliſh and Iriſb, as that of ſliauing the 
beard vpon the vpper lippe, and the diſtinctions be- 
tweene Iriſb enemies and Engliſb rebells, and of per- 
ſons ameſnable and not . le to the Lawe, are 
by implication & good conſtruction of the Statutes 
of 
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of zz. H. 8. 3. & 4. Ph. & Ma. & 1. Elix. repealed as 
abſolutely as if the ſame had beene by plaine and ex- 
preſſe words. For now Iriſb are no enemies, but haue 
the abſolute freedome of ſubiects, and the full bene- 
fite of the lawes; and all Ireland is now deuided into 
Counties, and the Kings VVrit doth now runne in- 
to all the parts thereof, ſo as now euery man is a- 
meſnable to the law, & may be puniſhed for any of- 
fence whatſoeuer, by the ordinarie courſe of cõmon 
iuſtice: Vet neuertheleſſe the ſaid Iudges & Maſter 
of the Rolls thought fit, that thoſe Statutes that had 
beene formerly printed, and were not expreſſely re- 
pealed, ſhould be printed againe, and that for two 
reaſons; the one, leſt peraduenture any ſhould vn- 
aduiſedly taxe me of partialitie, that matters of grea- 
ter moment were omitted, and matters of leſſe con- 
ſequence publiſhed: and the other was, that although 
the ſaid Statutes be out of vſe, or determined at this 
day, yet the ſame may well ſerue for an hiſtoricall 
vſe, whereby the iudicious Reader may partly di- 
ſcerne both the ſtate of the Church and common- 
wealth in thoſe times. 619759] 
This worke being now finiſhed, I am by manie 
weightie reaſons emboldened to preſentthe ſame by 
way of dedication, vnto your Lordſhip: one is, be-

is the Law whereby it is gouerned) that the mem- 
bers thereof may truely continue ſaying, as hitherto 


they haue ſaid, VVe haue found another Joſeph ; and 
may not only praiſe God for the ſame, but hear- 


tily pray for his Maieſties long and happy raigne o- 
uer them, who hath ſet ſo prudent and faithfull a 
Steward ouer his houſhold , I meane ouer his ſub-

Here in a Parliament begun at London in the Realme of 
\ / \ / England the third day of Nouemberin the xxt. ycare of 
tbe raigne of our moſt dꝛead ſoueraigne Loꝛd king Henry 
the eight king of England and of Fraunce,defendour ofthefaith, Lozd 
of Ireland, and ſupzeame head in earth of the Church of England, and 
from thence adiozned to Meſtminſter, a by diuers p20zogations there 
holden and continued, it was and is enacted amongſt other things in 
manerand fozme as followeth : Bolt humbly beſecchen your moſt 
royall Maieſtie your obedient and faithfull ſubiects, the Commons in 
this pꝛelent parliament aflembled by your moſt dzeadcommandcment, 
that where your ſubiects of this your rcalme, and of other countries 
and Dominions being vnder your obeyſance by manie ycarcs paſt, 
haue beene and yet be greatly decayed and impoueriſbed, by ſuch in- 
tollerablecxactions of great ſummes of moneyas hath beene claymed 
and taken, and yet continually be claymedto be taken out of this your 
Kealme, and other your ſaid countreyes and Dominions, by the Bi⸗ 
ſbop of Rome called the Pope, and the See of Rome, as well in penſt-

niſtration of Sacraments, and other rites and Lercmonites in the 
Church of ©ngland,authoziled,by act of paritament, holden tn the ſaid. 
Kealmeof England in the fit and ſixt yeares of our ſaid late Soue- 
taigne Lozd King Edward 6. intituled An act foz the vnitozmtie of 
Common p2ayer,and adminiſtration of the Sacramentes, the which 
was repealed and taken away by act of Patliament in the (aid realme 
of Engiand,in the firſt yeare of the raigne of our late SoueratgneLady 
Nucene Mary, to the great decay of the due honour of God, and diſcoms 
fozt to the p2ofellozs ot the trueth of Chꝛiſtes Religion, Be it there:

Deputy and Louncell,and by them fox his benefite pꝛonounced to your 
highneſſe, At his returne from thence the malice of his troytozs heart 
waxing as it were to a ripeneſle and not any longer able to bee contey=

your ſaid moſt victozious father. It was enacted then by authozitie n bene!

like hath not beene ſcene noꝛ heard of within the memozie of man, all 

partes ot the ſame Kealme ſo quieted, the people as it were of them- 

ſelues ſo inclined to tuſtice, as we dare ſay your Maieſties commiſſio⸗ 

ners, Juſtices and commaundeients may haue at this day free con⸗ 
courſethzoughout this your whole Kealme of Ireland. This is the 

handy wozke of God, extending his great mercy and compaſſion vpon

perſon oz perſons, And alſoexceptedout of this pardon all ſuch per⸗ 
{ons as be and remaine ſtill attatnted oz condempned, and not alrea* 
die pardoned, of, oz fox any rebellion oz leuying of warre, oꝛ of 02 foz 
any conſpiracie of any rebellion oz leuying of warte within this 
realme, oꝛ in any other the Kings dominions, And allo excepted all 
falſe fozging andcounterfeyting of any commiſſion oz commiſſions 
toenquire of any lands, tenements, oz hcreditaments , Andailſo all 
kalle fozging and counterfeyting ol any vntrue certificate,ozrctourne 
of anycommiſſion oz commiſſions obtayned oz gotten of any court oꝛ 
courts, to enquire of any lands, tenements oz other things whatſoe⸗ 
uer, and all, and all maner offalſifying of any particular, oz ot any bill 
oꝛ bills ſigned by his Maieſtie after the ingroſſing thereof, and befoze 
the palling of the lame vnto the great ſeale. Pꝛouided alway, and be 
it enacted by the authoꝛitie afozeſaid, that it ſþall and may be lawfull 

to all and cuery Llerke and other officers of the Kings courts to a⸗ 
ward and make Wꝛits of Capias vtlegatum at the ſuite of the partie 
plaintite, againſt ſuch perſons outlawed as be pardoned by this Act, 
to the intent to compell the detendant and defendants to make aun⸗ 
ſwer to the plaintife and plaintites, at whoſe ſuit he oʒ they were out⸗ 
lawed; and that cuery perton ſo ontlawed ſhall ſue a Mꝛit of Scire 
tacias againſt the partie and parties, at whoſe ſuite he oz they were ſo 
outlawed befoze this pardon, in that behalfe ſhall be allowed to him 
o2 them that is ſo outlawed, Pꝛouided alſo, and be it enacted by the 
authozity ofthis pꝛeſent Parliament, That this Act ofgencrall par⸗ 
don ſball not in any wiſe extend to any perſon outlawed vpon any 
Ut of Capias ad ſatisfaciendum, vntill ſuch time as theperſon ſo dut⸗ 
lawed ſball ſatiſfie, oʒ otherwiſe agree with the partie at whole ſuite 
the ſame perſon was ſo outlawed oz condempned. 
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
